Surgery in both eyas may increase ihe amount of pa n 
and/or distress that the rabbits will experience, There is no amendment to the protocol indicating the change in 
animal use- 

-Calves, that ere maintained tied in a slanchion Ftr many days and are not able to make normal postural and social 
adjustments win adequate freedom of movement SucFi aa waiving, are not gelling the Ireacmill exercise as -described 
•n the IACUC approved protocol. Normal movement is imporianl to the hea;tfi and well being of animals. This change 
was noi reported to the IACUC for review and evaluation tor possible approval. 

The IACUC musl be aware of changes to the protocols and evaluate them to determine whelher ihe modification is in 
accordance wiih the An mat Welfare Act. Standards, end Regulations and whether they can approve Ihe modification

The lacilily \s r.at a. ways using appropriate methods Ho Irani wilin subcutaneous llu ds. pain medications, antibiotics, 
eye medlcalons, or to monitor She animals during aneslhesia, even though they have established programs ot 
veterinary care. Examples include: 

-A kitten was g*ven 1 0% deKtrose by subcutaneous irjeclion. The 1ACUC aoproved protocol states, "Any signs el 
initial malnusrftian or dehydration will t>5 treated with gutxutanegi is injections pt no more lhan 5% glucose." 
Subcutaneous- injections should not exceed a 5% concentration ol dextrose, as this may dehydrate he an mal further 
ard Poes not meet veterinary standards, The animal subseauently died 

A non human primate was treated with Buprenorphmc post operatively and the Interval between doses was greater 
than the recommended q 8-i 2 hours The next day after the surgical procedure, the animal only received an GMO 
dose that whs almost 1 5 hours alter Ihe previous dose OF BuprennrpFiirifi. The animal may have been subsequently 
demonstrating pain when observed "not moving From corner Didn'l eat very much." Pain medicatens musl be given 
in a limely manner to prevent pain 

--Two pgs are noled at the time of inspector, lo be loe-touching to non-weighl bearing lame on ihe limbs that had a 
surgical procedure performed approximately 2 weeks prior. One qF ihe pigs has been nmed as MQA (no observable 
abnormalities) on its heatLh record on this day and ihe other pg hart been examined by the veterinarian ihe day prior 
tor "favoring" the right rear leg, but analgesic therapy had rot yel been initiated at almost 1500.

1/26/1 0. the raboll only received the Prod Forte 2 limes at 19:05 and 15.10 ard the Polytnm at 06.35, 09:56, and 
15:Q0. On subsequent days, the dosing intervals continued to be inappropriate and were given e.s dose logether as 
3 uoses m less lhan a 10 hour Span. Similar ciusny schedules were used on 2 Other rabbits. 
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-The facility is not always using appropriate methods to monitor procedures invoking anesthesia A cat received She 
injsctible anesthetic at 13:30. It wag monitored art 14:12 and 14:14 only, According 10 Hie record- Exlubation 
occurred at 1 4:52. Another cat evidently received inadequate anesthesia monitoring on 2>T3tf)&. The IAGUC
